THE NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 


Party Debate Precipitated 
Wise’s Speech. 

WASHINGTON, January 22.—In the house 
Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, from the comuiittee 
on pavai affairs,reported back the Boutelle reso- 
lution calling on the secretary of the navy for 
jnfori.ation relative to the alleged erasures of 
certain insertptions and the dismissal of union 
soldie:s at the Norfolk navy yard, with an 
amencment extending the inquiry to the dis- 
missals made at the navy yard and light house 
district at Norfolk during the terms of the 
jmmecdiate predecessors of the present secretary 
of the navy. Mr. Herbert, stating thatfthe res- 
olution was substantially the same as that 
originally offered by Mr. Boutelle, except that 
it was somewhat broader, demanded the pre- 
Vious question. 

Tle republicans-resisted this, but on division 
were outvoted 87 to S!. Tellers were ordered.

The body of the republicans refrained from 
voting, and upon the announcement of the 


result, 111 to 117, Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, rais- 
cd the point of order that no quorum had 
voted,

line of eligibility to an appointment under the 
executive department of the United States. 
In contrast with this, he, (Beutelle,) had been 
tauntingly informed that fifteen minutes of 
time was an ample ailowsnce in which to pre- 
sent the case of the outrageous dismissal of 
disabled veterans of the union army from the 
emp oyment of the government, and the ob- 
literation, debasement and removal of inscrip- 
tions commemorative of the success of the 
union army. He trusted that these facts, 
placed in juxtaposition, would prove 
wore instructive to the country than 
any remarks he could offer. The resolution

tions that an officer of the United States goy- 
ernment, at one of the navy yards of the gov- 
ernment, had ordered the obliteration of 
honorable inscriptions on cannon captured by 
the United States, and caused to be removed 
from the dry dock a memorial tablet setting 
forth that it had been destroyed by the rebels 
in 1862 and recaptured in 1°65, He didn't

The soldier who came to Wash- 
ington might wanderin vain through the great 
art repository of this city looking for the coun- 
terfeit presentiment of one of the heroes who 
sustained the flag of the union. He would 
find that the only men who were memoralized 
and remembered in the Corcoran art . 
were Robert k. Lee and Stonewall Jackson.

COLDER THAN EVER. 
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THE MERCURY HIDES 
DOWN BELOW ZERO. 


A Blizzard Shoots Out From its Nest Below the North 
Poieand is Pushing its Way Southward—The 
Most Severe Storm Ever Witnessed in 
the Country—The Temperature. 


WASHINGTON, January 22.—The reports to 
the CM€f signal officer show that the antici- 
pated Blizzard hagat last gotten under way and 
is mene havoc @ the northwest. From St. 
Patihit is reported as the coldest of the present 
season. The meregitg early this morning 
ranged froin 28 to 35 Below zero, and at noon 
marked 20 to 25 degrees below, with a high 
wind blowing, making it exceedingly disagree- 
able. The railways are experiencing serious 
difficulty frem the drifting snow. The greatest 
trouble is on the acific and St. Paul 
line, near Lake Pepin, where the wind is 
blowing the snow off the ice on the lake into 


the cuts along the road, forming a heavy bieck- 
ade and greatly delaying trains. Feur en- 


gines have been at work since daylight “buck- 
ing’ the spow and endeavoring to clear the 
track. In Dubuque. Iowa, the mercury is 1° 
to 15 degrees below zero, and still falling. The 
railroads are badly blockaded. No trains on 
the illineis Central, west of Dubuque. are 
moving today. The blizzard.and blockade on 
the road beyond Fort Dodge are the most 
severe ever experienced. The passenger train

SHERIDAN ON SIGNAL BUREAU. 


A a 
He Does Not Regard it as Army Work, and 
Has Nothing to Do With It. 


WASHINGTON, January 22.—The substance 
of General Sheridan’s recent replies to the 
congressional commission considering the or- 
ganization of scientific bureaus has been made 
public. General Sheridan was examined 
principally in regard to the signal service, and 
was entirely in the shape of questions by the 
committee and direct replies thereto. To the 
question, ‘“‘How much importance do you at- 
tach to the signal work proper that is being 
done from time to time at Fort Meyer, aside 
from the meteroligical work ””’ 

The general replied: “That weare not in- 
terested in at all, except ag thé people gen- 
erally are. In the other We aréBomewhat in- 
terested, but think all, thig Fort Meyer matter 
and this signal business is growing unnecessa- 
rily clumsy in its present state, Originally, 
when Myer was {in command, it was a bureau 
for signaling. It was like any other bureau 
of the war department. and -the duties were 
ail performed at the different military posts 
throughout the whole country. It seemed to 
be simple and inexpensive at that time, and 
vet it seemed to cover ail our wants. So far 
as Fort Myer is concerned, we do not feel any 
necessity for keeping that up. We have at 
every military post in the service the same 
thing going on that is going on here.”’ 

Q, bat is you teach signaling? 

_A.--Yes, sir. An officer is detailed to this 
Guty, and so many times every week dispatches 
are signalled until everybody who is inteili 
,ent «rough to learn that. 

().— What has the signal bureau todo with 
that work ” 

A.—It has not anything especially to do 
with it. It is more a matter of courtesy than 
anythirg else to render monthly reports to the 
chief signal officers. The work is done by the 
ciheers and inen ef the army without any co- 
opelation with the officers or men of his bu- 
reau. It is under the control and direction ot 
the department commander, and when tbe re- 
ports are made out they are sent through him. 

().—What is the extent and ghara ter of

The Liquor License Placed at Eight Handrec 
Dollars. 

DANIELSVILLE, January 22.—[Special.]—Mr. 
C. B. Henry, T. A. Grimes, Dr. G. C. Daniel, J. 
H. Smith and J. O. Daniel were sworn in last 
night as commissioners for the town for the 
year 1886.

Atlanta arid Her Future. 


We print this morning an interview with 
Colonel Maddox. Whenever Colonel Mad- 
dox has anything to say to the people of At- 
lanta it is sure to get their attention. What 
he says this morning is especially worthy of 
consideration. 

There is no doubt that the present is an 
auspicious time to begin a movement for 
the benefit of Atlanta. Our city has suf- 
fered no more from the general depression 
than other cities in the country, but this 
is a live, progressive and active day.

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Was It Justifiable? 

When a man murders his wife public sen- 
timent, as arule, isso strongly against him 
that it is useless to say anything in his be- 
half. 

A recent case in New York may be re- 
garded as exceptional. An Italian named 
Depolido killed his wife. He made no secret 
ot his crime, but said that his wife was al- 
ways praising her former husband to him. 
She drew invidious comparisons and spoke of 
her dead husband as a saint, while she took 
particular pains to remind Depolido that he 
was a miserable sinner. 

In the course of time the Italian found 
this persecution unendurable. When he 
could stand it no longer he killed his tor- 
mentor. 

The case will sorely tax the intelligence 
of an average jury. It is notan easy matter 
to properly weigh the provocation received 
by the murderer. It must have been iude- 
scribably galling to him to have to listen day 
after day to the praises of his predecessor. 
Finally his temper reached the boiling 
point, and ina moment of madness he slew 
the partner of his bosom. The wretched 

man will doubtless have a rough road to 
travel, but it must be admitted that he was 
terribly tried. at 

The Irish Question. 

The queen of England—speaking, of 
course, for the cabinet—declares that she is 
resolutely opposed to any movement looking 
to the separation of Ireland. She also ex- 
presses a willingness to crush out rebellion 
in Ireland with an iron heel. She concludes 
with a promise to transfer various local acts 
of administration to councils in the various 
counties. Thatisall. The speech is not 
explicit. It does not say there shall be no 
such thing as home rule in home matters, 
and yet inthe absenceof any promise of 
that nature, the inference is that the cabi- 
net has no intention of making the Irish 
people any concessions that look to self-gov- 
ernment in even strictly Irish matters. Both 
parties are agreed that the union shall be 
maintained—that parliament, in other words, 
shall determine all imperial matters; but 
the Parnellites hope to obtain from one of 
the two parties the right to have home mat- 
ters decided at home. It is very plain that 
the tories will make no such concession. The 
queen’s speech does not, it is true, disclose 
their full programme, but every line relat- 
ing tothe Irish question is a damper to 
Irish hopes and Irish patriotism. 

Mr. Parne}l will naturally and necessarily 
bave to look to the liberals for relief. Mr. 
Gladstone expressed the opinion on Thurs- 
day that whatever it may be necessary to do 
for Ireland should be done promptly. The 
condition of the island is very bad, indeed, 
and does not admit of great delay. It is very 
probable, therefore, that the government 
will soon be compelled to disclose its entire 
programme, and then we will be apt to 
know what the liberals are willing to do for 
Ireland. The outside world isin the dark 
now, and it is said that neither of the great 
leaders in parliament see daylight ahead. 
They are thought to be waiting to see how 
little the Irish people will accept, and how 
much the English people wil] grant. In the 


meanwhile, there is growing discontent and 
mutinous rumblings in the more wretched 
portions of the ill-governed island. The 
people are starving in some portions, and 
starving men are apt to become desperate, 
and to seek relief in riots and resistance to 
all law. 

Mr. Parnell’s remarks on Thursday were 
admirable. He pleaded for an innisni 
that ireland was entitled {to home rule in 
Scine form, and for reasonable rents. He was 
firm, but moderate. He defended the na- 
ticnalists against the charges of violence. 
The Irish cause is safe im the hands of a man 
whois caJm and clear under all circum- 
stances. IreJard has at last found a Deak— 
she bas bad plenty of Kossuths—and in one 
Way Or another, from one party or the other, 
he will wrest from England concessions that 
none of the orators and over-zealous patriots 
of the past could secure.

The “Drummers” Decisiou. 


a — 


The facts in the case recently decided in 
the United States supreme court were these: 
Samual A. Walling, a drummer for Cava- 
naugh & Co., of Chicago, went. to Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, in 1883, and began to 
solicit orders tor liquors to be shipped from 
Chicago to Grand Rapids according to orders 
givep. The state of Michigan imposes a tax 
of $300 upon persons engaged in selling 
liquor in that state to be shipped from an- 
other state. Walling had no license to sell 
Chicago liauor in the state, and as soon as he 
began to take orders in Grand Rapids, he 
was arrested, brought before the police 
court, convicted, fined and imprisoned. He 
appealed to the state circuit court, where 
the decision of the police court was affirmed, 
and then he appealed to the state supreme 
court, where he was equally unsuccessful. 
The case was then cared to the United 
States supreme court, in which a decision 
was rendered last Monday reversing the de- 
cisions in Michigan. The opinion of the 
court was by Mr. Justice Bradley. The 
court simply decides ‘“‘that a discriminating 
tax imposed by a state operating to the dis- 
advantage of .the products of other states 
when introduced into the first mentioned 
state is in effect a regulation in restraint of 
commerce among the states, and as such is a 
usurpation of the power conferred by the 
constitution upon the congress of the United 
States.’’ This is the length and breadth of 
the decision. It goes no further. 

The theory of the supreme court of Mich- 
igan was that the tax was imposed in exer- 
cise of the police power of the state 
in treating the troublesome liquor 
qrestion. The United States supreme 
court practically said Michigan could 
exercise its police power in the case 
presented or in any other case, if it 
would take good care not to discriminate 
against the products of other states. In 
other words, a Detroit whisky drummer and 
a Chicago whisky drummer should be placed 
on a common footing in Grand Rapids. The 
one was taxed $300 and the other nothing at 
all, and this discrimination was fatal. Police 
powers must be exercised in an undiscrimi- 
native manner. The decision does not seem 
to abridge the police powers of a state, if 
they are exercised in a general way. 


Secret Sessions. 

It is understood that the president, while 
he will refuse the right of the senate to 
demand his reasons for making removals, 
is, nevertheless willing to give these reasons. 
voluntarily provided the senate, by abolish- 
ing secret sessions will show its willingness 
to make public the reasons which it has for 
rejecting appointments. 

It is to be hoped that the senate will meet 
the president half way in this matter. If it 
is important that the president shall. make 
public his reasons for making removals, it is 
equally important that the senate should 
make public its reasons for rejecting exec- 
utive nominations, 

This will be a step in the direction of 
doing away with secret sessions. A senate 
repreeenting American states has about as 


much reason for going into secret jon as 
the president has for#wearing a are.

Bottled Up Towns. 


fe The bottled tp towns are becoming res- 


tive. Columbus is bottled up by the Cen- 
tral railroad ; Nashville by the Lonisville 
and Nashville company, and Knoxville by 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road. AJ] three are trying to break the 
shackles that restrain their industrial and 
commercial energies. Nashville is trying 
to build an independent line to the Cuni- 
berland coal fields, and Knoxville wants 
to meet the new Nashville road half way, 
on a strictly independent basis. Nashville 
is to build toward the west until it strikes 
the Cincinnati Southern, and Knoxville is 
to build towards the west until it hits the 
same point on the north-and-south trunk 
line. Columbus proposes to build until she 
strikes some other system than the one she 
has. 

We hope all three towns will succeed, and 
that all other bottled-up towns will imitate 
theirexample. The south does not want 
bottled-up trade centers. Her towns should 
not be handicapped. They should have all 
the facilities and opportunities that the most 
favored towns enjoy, and then they should 
go to work to make themselves the means 
of magnetising and energizing all the inter- 
vening country into a new and more produc- 
tive activity.

DISCUSSING ENSILAGE. 


The Only Fodderthat Farmers Honor With 
an Annual Congress. 
From the New York Sun. 

The fifth annual ensilage congress was held 
yesterday in the Grand Central hotel, with the 
Hon. Orlando B.‘Potter in the chair. About 100 
farmersoccupied the morning and afternoon ses 
sion in telling each other about their experience 
with ensilege and silos. Mr. Potter, in opening the 
congress, said: 

In a short time, underthe ensilage system, the 
fodder supply of the country would be doubled. It 
is a great thing for the western cattle raiser, for 
grass can be kept as wellascorn. I am using more 
snd more ensilage on my farm every year, and the 
more I use it the more I like it. 

The opening address was read by George G. 
Smith, of St. Albans, Vt. Mr. Smith gave his per- 
sonal experience with ensilageon his two farms 
at St, Albans. He said: 

I bave fed my stock on ensilage for the last six 
years, and tg they are in splendid conditioa. 
From the seventy acres of land that I planted with 
corn I obtained \ast year 1,200 tons of ensilage. To 
make ensilage that will produce the best butter 
the corn should be planted in hills from four to 
six inches apart anc then carefully cultivated. In 
this way we raised 27', tonsto the acre last year 
and hope to raise 40 tons next year. The total 
cost per ton of plowing, planting, cutting and put 
ting in silos was seventy seven cents per ton. The 
corn should be cut when itis beginning to glaze 
and the weather is dry. 

After being put in the silos it should be carefully 
tramped down, especially around the edges, and 
then should be weighted so as toexclude the air. 
] use 220 pounds weight to the square inch. My 
ensilage is cut three-eighths of aninch in length. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson was then called upon. He 
Said: 

“My experience in silos is limited. When my at 
tention was drawn to the subject some five or six 
years ago, 1 built two small silosof ten tons Ca- 
pacity, on the ensilage of which I keep my two 
family cows. Since building these silos I have 
studied the subject as an economist and statisti- 
cian. Ihave concluded that if I wer tan un- 
derwriter by profession I would establish a beef 
factory in the east and feed the cattle on ensilage.’ 

he gcnera! opinion of the congress was that en. 
silage in its various forms is better than any other 
kind of fodder for cattle. A gentieman from 
Pennsylvania said that he had used clover 
ensilsage advantageously in feeding horses, 
and that it had a fine fruity flavor. He 
acked it inthe silosdry. A gentleman from New 
Banean, Goat, said that he had been unable to 
make good ensilage from clover, but that he had 
peches it wet. Other farmers said that they were 
reeding sheep on clover cnsilage with good re- 
sults. 

At the close of the afternoon session it was voted 
to make the organization a permanent one, with 
an annual membership fee of $2.

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WAYLAID BY A NEGRO. 


Horribly Mutilated and 


Robbed. 

RocKDALF, Texas, January 22.—On Wednes- 
day night, Samuel Ford, a farmer, while re- 
turning to his home, was waylaid by a negro 
named Sydney Brown and beaten over the 
head with an iron bar until his assailant sup- 
posed he was dead. Brown then robbed his 
victim and dragged his body upon the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern railroad track, 
where he was left to be mutilated by passing 
trains.

Henry Jackson Hanged for the Murder of H. 
A. Britton. 

MINDEN, La., January 22.—The execution 
of Henry Jackson, colored, today was the first 
that has ever taken place in Webster parish.

Britton at Minden junction on the night of 
July- 25, 1885. The execution took 
place in jail in the presence 
of the legal witnesses. When told that his 
time was abont up, Jackson made a short 
speech. The sheriffthen pimioned his arms 
and read the death warrant, after .which he 
procecded with the condemned man to. the 
scatiold. The prisoner continued to sing 
hymns, stopping once to bid the sheriff good- 
bye, and invoked blessings on his head. The 
diop fell at 12:05 p. m., cutting shorta hymn.

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LARGE SEIZURE OF OPIUM. 


Collector Beecher Discoversa Great Smug- 
gling Scheme. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, January 22.—After the 
seizure of opium on the steamer Idaho some 
time ago, Collector Herbert Beecher received 
information that opium was stored on Kaasan 
bay, Alaska, awaiting shipment to Portland 
and San Francisco.

The International Monetary Association. 


LONDON, January 22.—The annual neeting 
of the international monetary standard associ- 
ation was held today.

All those 
who leaped from the windows received severe

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Frozen Oranges Seized. 

NEW YORK, January 22.—Health Officer 
Edson today seized several hundred boxes of 
frozen oranges, poured carbolic acid over them 
and dumped them at the offal dock. They 
had been frozen in transit from Florida, Frozen 
oranges are dangerous to health because of the 
mould between the segments of the pulp after 
the oranges are frozen, and because of the im- 
pregnation of the whole fruit with the essen- 
tial oil of the skin.

WE MUST ACT. 


COLONEL MADDOX SAYS ATLANTA 
NEEDS A BOOM. 


He Suggests That the Citizens Take Hold of the Geor- 
gia Midlard and Build It-If They Do Not 
There Will be Trouble—A Highly Inter- 
esting Talk With a Business Man. 


Yesterday a CONSTITUTION man met Colonel 
R. F. Maddox, and asked him what he thought 
of the situation in Atlanta: Said Colonel 
Maddox: 

“The time has come when Atlanta must do 
something. We have always been big enough 
and active enough to overcome any emergency 
that threatens the city, aud we have often 
becn threatened. As we have conquered every- 
thing else, Iam sure we can conquer the de- 
pression that now threatens Atlanta. The 
feeling is gene:al among the people that some- 
thing must be done to start her on the road of 
progress again. Just what this is the public 
has not yet ageed, but whenever the proper 
project is laid before them the money will be 
forthcoming to put it through.” 

“T understand you think there is yet some 
chance to build the Georgia Midland railroad 
from here to Columbus ”” said the reporter. 

Colonel Maddox replied: 

“As regards the prospect, I can’t say, but I 
am satisfied-that if that road could be built it 
would certainly be of great benefit to this city. 
Atlanta is standing as sti!l as the Stone moun- 
tain, and I am perfectly satisfied in my own 
mind that we must look to other resources at 
once for continued prosperity, or we will go 
backward instead of forward.” 

‘Hasn't the liné from Columbus been agreed 
upon by the way of Griffin in the direction of 
Athens?”

feel confident of, however, if we are too late 
to turn the road this way, we might at least 
build a road to Greenville to connect with the 
road from Greenville toColumbus.

SENDING OUT SEED. 


What is Being Done at 
ural 


the State Acricult- 


Department. 

There is 2 good deal of life and activity 
about the agricultural department, and the 
cutloek promises even more than is now seen 
there every day. 

The demand for tobacco seed is as large as 
ever. Every mail brings on an average fifty 
applications for them, and these applications 
are attended to as rapidly as they come in. 
The general opinion of the applicants, as set 
forth in their letters, is that cotton is no longer 
king in Georgia, and that the crown will have 
to go to some other product. Although the 
crop of cotton in this state was large last year, 
the quality was poor in consequence of the bad 
weather, and prices have not been satisfactory. 

As @ general thing the farmers raised 
enough corn to carry them through to the 
next crop, but are out of money as, it took all 
that they got for their cotton to pay their fer- 
tilizer notes and satisfy debts made for provis- 
ions, There seems to be a strong feeling in 
favor of planting diversified crops, and mak- 
ing tobacco one of the leading products, 

FULLY A THOUSAND PACKAGES 

of seed have already been sent out, all of them 
upon applications, and that is the only way 
that they can be procured, as the commissioner 
desires to furnish seed to only such persons 
who will give the planting of tobacco a fair 
and square trial. He does not want to see the 
seed wasted by getting into the hands of any- 
one who will not plant it. 

A registration book is kept,in which is re- 
corded every package of seed sent out by the 
department, and to Whomsent. Captain J. W. 
Murphy is attending to the distribution of the 
seed, and is pushing the work as rapidly as 
possible, so that all applicants will get them in 
time to ensure an early plenting of the crop. 
The manual will probably be delivered by the 
printer to the commissioner today, as well as 
the.supplimental crop report. These publica-

tions are gotten up in most admirable style, 
and contain volumes of

of interest tothe farmers of Georgia. They 
will be sent out at once, as they are in great 


demand. 

While the work of distributing to- 
bacco seed is going on other seed 
are coming in rapidly to be 


sent out in a similar manner. Five bushels of 
watermelon seed of the variety known as the 
Kolb Gem variety have been received at the 
department, and yesterday one hundred bushels 
of peanuts or “goobers,” of a Spanish variety, 
said to be very prolific, were delivered at the 
department. It issaid that this variety will 
produce three hundred bushels to the acre on 
ordinary soi], and that about a peck of them 
will plant an aere.. A large quantity of cotton 
seed and ten pounds of Orinoco tobacco seed, 
which seems to be more in demand than any 
other variety of tobacco, have been ordered. 
Commissioner Henderson and his assistants 
are doing al] that they can to give the farmers 
of the state an opportunity to not only diver- 
sify their crops, but to supply them with the 
best varieties of seed to accomplish that end.
